By Feb. 20 



Wilh the establishment Tuesday 
of the full critics 1/oreo type of 
rent stabilization program through* 
out Lake county, Illinois, virtually 
all types of rental housing accom- 
modations in the county are now 
under control and subject to fed- 
eral rent-ceilings and the eviction 
provisions of the rent law. 

Units in hotels In the critical area, 
rooms In private homes, rooms in 
rooming or boarding houses, trail- 
ers, trailer space, motor courts, 
tourist homes, residence clubs, and 
dormitories are all under control 
as' well as regular houses and apart- 
ments, 

According to Harold B. Jacobson, 
rent director at Waukegan who has 
jurisdiction over the critical area, 
a decision Is expected shortly from 
the national Office of Rent Stabili- 
zation (n Washington on a recom- 
mendation made by the Lake coun- 
ty rent advisory board asking that 
rent control be removed from Lake 
Bluff, Lake Forest, and Highland 
Park. 

"The highest rent that may be 
charged for rental housing units 
already under control when the 
area was certified as critical on Sep- 
tember 26 is the rent presently es- 
tablished as the legal maximum 
rent," Jacobson explaned. 
" "On housing units coming under 
control, now, as a result of the 
critical designation," he continued, 
as new construction, rooms 
in hotels, units previously decon- 
trolled by reason of conversion, etc., 
the highest rent that may be 
charged is the rent that was in ef- 
fect on August 1, 1952."'

Last November the American people demanded, 
-wtyh an avalanche of votes, far-reaching changes In 
the current policies, attitudes, and philosophy of their 
government. 

It will take courage and vision to support thesp 
changes— for if we are to return to our traditional 
principles of self relinnce and individual responsibil- 
ity there will have to be an end to the reckless federal 
"give away" policy that has characterized the past 20 
jears. No longer can the federal government be re- 
garded as a perpetual and limitless source of "aid" 
and "relief" and "security" for any group, for any re- 
gion, for any individual. 

Anyone con cite the tremendous problems wc 
■must deal with— the Korean war; the menace of in- 
ternal and external communism; the still-present 
■threat of more inflation; the killing tax burden, and so 
on down the list. 

But there is another great underlying problem. 
It is- found In the way wc have come to depend on 
ever-growing government to resolve all our difficul- 
ties, to protect us against all the exigencies of life 
from birth to death— and to make more and more of 
the decisions that we used to make for ourselves. The 
manner in which this problem is finally solved will 
decide whether we are to remain a free people, or are 
to drift farther down the road whose dead-end is ser- 
vitude and tyranny, and a world in which the indi- 
vidual has neither rights nor dignity, and in which 
the state alone is important. 

We have long worked on the theory that a "law" 
is a magician's wand, a potential source of infinite 
miracles. The wand is waved, a legislative act is 



passed, and a goal is renchod, That, apparently, Is 
what many millions of us believe or used to believe. 

This is a fallacy that has scarred the pages of his- 
tory for centuries. Proud and free peoples have al- 
lowed themselves to become enslaved, and nations 
have eventually collapsed, because of that philosophy. 
The people said, In effect, to those who governed 
them: "Solve ail our problems with laws," They turned 
over to government great and oppressive powers of 
action and decision, 

Endless books and tracts have been written about 
this. Some of the best were written long ago. In 
1050," for example, o French economist, statesman nnd 
author named Frederic Bastiat published a pamphlet 
called The Law." It Is more than a century old now, 
but the truths it expresses will retain their full valid- 
ity for centuries to come. Here is an excerpt from tt: 
"Since the law organizes justice, the socialists ask 
why the law should not also organize labor, education, 
nnd religion. 

"Why should not the law be used for these pur- 
poses? Becauce it could not organize labor, educa- 
tion, and religion without destroying justice. We must 
remember that law is force, and that, consequently, 
the proper functions of the law cannot lawfully ex-. 
tend beyond the proper function of force; .... 

"When the law, by means of Its necessary agent, 
force, Imposes upon men a regulation of labor, a 
method or a subject of education, a religious faith or 
creed .... it substitutes the will of the legislator for 
their own wills; the initiative of the legislator for their 
their own initiatives. When this happens, the people 
no longer need to discuss, to compare, to plan ahead; 
the law does all this for them. Intelligence becomes 
a useless prop for the people; they cease to be men; 
they lose their personality, their liberty, their prop- 
erty." 

That is the situation wc face today. We are lucky 
— we still have the time and the resources to save and 
strengthen our freedoms and to assert again the great 
principle that the people are the masters, not the serv- 
ants, of their government. We can turn our .backs on 
the false and deadly concept of the all-powerful state. 
It will call for will power. It will hurt individuals, 
cities, states and groups which have been getting easy 
money from the public till. But the hurts will be as 
nothing compared to the gains in being free from poli- 
tical dictation.

EVERY one who has carefully 
itudled the "Sermon on the 
Mount*' as we find It In Matthew, 
has run Into i peculiar feature of 
It. The ftrtt two chapters (Matt. 
II and 6) move 
right along In log- 
leni fashion, one 
thought leading 
Into the next, to 
a climax at the 
end of chapter 8. 
.But chapter 7 
seems to launch 
out In all direc- 
tions. The sen- 
tences or topics 
do not follow a 

single thrend of tliought. The chap- 
ter Is very hard to outline. There 
are various explanations of this. 
One (s that in this chapter we have 
what might be called the discus- 
sion period or forum following the 
sermon. The various short para* 
graphs may be explained as being 
answers Jesus gave to questions 
which arc not recorded. However 
that may be, we moy select verses 
12, and 15-27, and see how they 
answer four very natural questions 
which Jesus* teaching (especially 

In Matt, 5 and 61 would raise'.

Bible in a Nutshell 

Some one might ask: "Can't you 
make your teaching simpler and 
plainer! Could you put the whole 
thing In a nutshell?" So Jesus gives 
the Golden Rule (7:12), a single 
sentence that has embarrassed the* 
cloghm and* plain Christian alike. 
Jesus offers this as a kind of sum- 
mary of the Bible, for In his time 
the BlbU£hc had (our "Old Testa- 
ment") was customarily called 
"The Law and the Prophets."* This. 
bothers the theologian because it 
always scandalizes a scholar to 
have everything put Into one sen- 
tence, and. besides, theologians are 
accustomed to finding a great deal 
more In the Old Testament than 
the Golden Rule. It Lathers the 
common everyday Christian be* 
• cause when he looks at this sen- 
tence, he knows how right Mark 
Twain was: "It's not what I don't 
understand In the Bible that dis- 
turbs me; it's what I do under- 
stand."

Another question: Isn't a single 
act of faith enough? If I believe 
what I ought to believe, and if I 
honor Christ as Lord. Isn't that 
enough .to make me a Christian?

It Isn't Just believing; it isn't pay- 
ing honor to the name or Christ;

One more question: Your teach- 
ing sounds Interesting and is Ideal- 
istic and ail that, but Is I* meant 
for this world? Will It work? Jesus 
quite emphatically claims for his 
teachings an 'absolutely practical 
value. They are not for some Nev- 
er-never Land, they are not for 
some other time, some other life, 
They are not some radical upside- 
down topsy-turvy me&* of peculiar 
notions. They are the bedrock of 
a life that will endure through 
storms. Do you want to find out 
whether these teachings and Ideals 
of Jesus will work? He Invites one 
' and ill to build their house of life 
upon them, He does not promise 
at any lime that thoie who live by 
his teachings will be free from 
trouble, sorrow, opposition, trag- 
edy. Storms come to ali houses 
•like. What he does promise is that 
the lite built here shall not fall.
